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MUST ABDICATE 
SAY REPUBLICANS 


Drastic Ultimatum Issued by 
New Government. 


Powers Are Appealed To for 
Recognition in Circular Is- 
sued by Wang Chun Wai, 
Foreign Minister of the Re- 
publican Government. 


“ Nanking, January 19.—It now ap- 
pears to be absolutely certain that 
fighting between the revolutionists and 
imperialists will be resumed on the 
morning of January 28 unless the pre- 
mier Yuan Shi Kai concedes the de- 
mands of the republican government. 

Those demands which were tele- 
graphed today to Premier Yuan Sho 
Kai, at Pekin, are drastic and sub- 
Stantially as follows: 

“Abdication of the throne and sur- 
render of the sovereign powers, 

“No Manchu may participate in the 
provisional government; the capital 
ef the provisional government cannot 
be established at Pekin; Premier Yuan 
Shi Kai cannot participate in the pro- 
visional government until the republic 
has been recognized by the foreign 
powers and the country has been re- 
stored to peace.” 

Today's decided action by the republic- 
an government is dueto Premier Yuan 
Shi Kai's demand that Dr. Sun Yat 
Sen resign the presidency, permitting 
Yuan Shi Kai to exercise sovereign 
powers until the national convention 
which is to be called to decide on the 
form of government of China shall 
have reached a _ conclusion. In the 
meantime Premier Yuan Shi Kai de- 
Sires the court to retire temporarily, 
transferring its powers to him. The 
court, however, objected to leaving Pe- 
kin until the national convention had 
reached a decision. 

Conference Held. 

Pekin, China, January 19.—The 
princes of the imperial clan, a num- 
ber of leading Manchu officials and 
several members of the government 
had a protracted conference this 
morning with the empress dowager 
at the palace, but again separated 
without arriving at a decision on the 
question of abdication. 

The leading princes favored an un- 
conditional abdication of the throne. 
Three of the younger princes, together 
with Tiah Liang, the former tartar 
general at Nanking, would not, how- 
ever, agree to the court’s retirement 
to Jehol, although they did not sug- 
gest an alternative. 

It is reported in Chinese circles that 
the ex-regent, Prince Chun, suggests 
the abdication of the throne, the court 
to remain in Pekin and Yuan Shi Kai 
to establish a provisional northern 
government at Tien Tsin pending the 
decision of the national convention as 
to the future form of government. 

The Mongol princes who most stren- 
uocusly oppose abdication are those of 
inner Mongolia and those from the dis- 
tricts south of the desert. Their op- 
position is strengthened by fear that 
the republicans will confiscate their 
estates. 

Premier Yuan Shi Kai was invited 
several times to participate in the con- 
ference of the princes, but he stead- 
fastly refused as he desired to leave 
the decision entirely to the court.

Want Recognition. 

Nanking, January 19—The republic- 
an government today sent an appeal 
to the powers for recognition. This 
took the form of a circular which 
Was sent to Washington, Tokio, Lon- 
don, Paris, Berlin and St, Petersburg 
and was signed by Wang Chang Wei, 
the foreign minister of the republican 
cabinet. 

The terms of the circular are d@s fol- 
lows: 

“The Manchu government having 
entered into negotiation with the re- 
public of China for the purpose of ab- 
dicating its entire sovereign rights, 
powers and privileges, we fervently 
pray for recognition in order to avoid 
a@ disastrous interregnum.

“Foreign Minister.”

Wife Arrives As Special. Mes- 
senger from Washington, 


“Happiest Day of My Life,’ 
She Tells Friends on Arrival 


in Atlanta—Morse’s Friends 


to Hold Conference Soon on 
Plans’ for Future. 


‘It's the happiest day of my life,” 
said Mrs. Charles W. Morse yesterday 
afternoon when she reacheqg. Atlanta 
at 5:15 o’clock on the Southern rail- 
way, coming as the special messenger 
of the government bearing the official 
commutation papers which make her 
husband a free man. 

She was met at the Terminal sta- 
tion by Mrs. Fred Seely and in her 
auto taken to the post hospital at 
Fort McPherson, where Morse has 
been an inmate since November, and 
where he will remain until he Is 
strong enough to be moved to some 
place in Atlanta prepared for him by 
his friends. 

The meéting betwé@en the husband and 
wife was witnessed by no one except 
Morse’s sister, who was at. the 
Mrs. Morse was 
driven up. 

Remains With Husband. 

Within a few minutes after Mrs. 
Morse reached the hospital Mrs. Seely 
returned to the city, bringing Miss 
Morse with her to the Piedmont. When 
Mrs. Morse was left at the hospital 
she announced her determination to 
remain with her husband as long as 
she posibly could. 

Shortly after 9 o’clock, she left the 
fort and returned to the Piedmont 
hotel.

WILEY CLEARED 
OF ALL CHARGES 


Chemistry Chief Sustained . by 
Investigating Committee 


Recommend That He Be Given 
Free Hand in: Indorsement 
of Pure Food and Drug Law. 
Solicitor McCabe Sheared of 
His Former Power. 


Washington, January 19.—Dr. Har- 
vey W. Wiley, chief of the chemistry 
bureau of the department of agricul- 
ture and storm center of the food ad- 
ministration last summer, is given a 
clean bill of health in the report of 
the house committee that investigated 
the charges‘and countercharges. The 
committee, in its report, which will be 
presented to the house next Monday, 
sustains Dr. Wiley all along the line, 
except on unimportant details. 

The evidence taken in the case was 
voluminous, but the report is con- 
fined to the actual conclusions of the 
committee. The republican members 
of the committee joined with the dem- 
ocratS.in making the report unani- 
mous. 

“There ig no politics in the report,” 
said Chairman Moss, of the committee. 
This fact, together with compromises 
on some of the matters about which 
the members of the committee had 
differences of view, permitted a full 
agreement. ' 

: Give Wiley Free Hand. 

The “report pays much attention to 
the Rémsen board, to the activity of 
Solicitor McCabe, who was the princi- 
pal opponent of Dr. Wiley in the de- 
partment, and its recommendations in 
geenral recommend that Dr, Wiley 
be. given a free hand in the indorse- 
ment of the pure food and drug law, 
thus limiting very largely power for- 
meéerly exercised by Solicitor McCabe. 
This limitation already has been put 
into effect under the action taken by 
President Taft shortly after the ad- 
journment of the extra session 
brought the active congressional in- 
vestigation to a close. 

The final stamp of approval of the 
conclusions was affixed by all the mem- 
bers of the committee today. The com- 
mittee ordered the report printed con- 
fidentially, and declined to announce 
the recommendations until the report 
‘is made public next Monday. 

The investigation was made by the 
house committee on expenditures in 
the department of agriculture, and its 
hearings during the recent extra ses- 
sion of congress .awakened wide na- 
tional jntérest. . , Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wilson, Dr, Wiley, Solicitor Mc- 
Cabe and a host of other, witnesses 
contributed to the symposium of reve- 
lations regarding the demoralized con- 
ditions surrounding the administration 
of pure food laws, 

Wiley’s Stand. 

In the course of these hearings Dr. 
Wiley told how most of his rulings 
were arbitrarily overruled, that there 
were few cases of drug law violations 
prepared because many lines of in- 
quiry were taken out of his hands and 
turned over to the Remsen 
referee boar for investigation. 
He said his hands were thus 
“absolutely paralyzed.” His de- 
cisions conflicted with the RemSen 
board and he said the least that could 
be done for the public's protection was 
to prohibit the use of foods or drugs 
until the board had decided &n favor of 
their use. He added that this policy 
had not been carried out. Te big con- 
troversy between him and the Remsen 
board was over the chemistry bureau's 
finding that benzoate of soda was 
harmful. 

Virtually the only dissent from the 
sweeping verdict for Dr. Wiley is bas- 
@d upon the irregular employment of 
Dr. H. H. Rusby, of New York, as a 
$20 a day expert, a compensation 
which was not to aggregate over $1,600 
in any One year, the amount authoriz- 
ed under law. It was for this em- 
ployment at that per diem rate, to

Dr. Dunlap almost invariably 
sided with Solicitor McCabe in the de- 
cisions of the pure food board, of 
which Dr. Wiley was the other mem- 
ber.

Dr. Wiley told the committee just 
five months ago that he found it use- 
less to appeal to Secretary Wilson, and 
that he had “practically surrendered” 
his authority for enforcing the pure 
food law to McCabe and Dunlap. He 
declared the Rusby contract necessaRty 
to secure his services. He said that 
in using a ietter from Dr. Rusby re- 
garding his prospective services as an 
expert, the personnel board had omit- 
ted the most essential portion of the 
letter, the statement of Dr. Rusby that

Washington, Januaify 19.—(Special.) 
Democratic political. leaders in con- 
gress *were stirred today upon the ar- 
rival of the current issue of Collier’s 
The National Weekly, which carries a 
strong editorial, regarded, in effect, as 
a hearty indorsement of the candidacy 
of Oscar W. Underwood, of Alabama, 
for the presidency. 

The editorial is particularly signifi- 
cant, coming as is does from Collier’s, 
and written by Mark Sullivan, Collier's 
Washington representative, who has 
been the aggressive leader in all of 
that publication’s progressive move- 
ments. 

Mr. Sullivan, after quoting from a 
laudatory comment from The Wall 
Street Journal, shows why Congress- 
man Underwood could unite both fac- 
tions of the party, and present to the 
enemy a solid front. Collier's asserts 
that the “urking fear’’ that he would 
be handicapped as a vote-getter by 
reason of being a southerner is grow- 
ing less all the time in the minds of 
the New York and eastern leaders, 
who are eager to support the progres- 
sive southerner whose splendid gener- 
alship in the management of the demo- 
cratic congress is responsible for the 
present militant spirit of the party.

STATE BANKS MAY 
BE DEPOSITARIES 


Of the United States—No Law 
Restricting Use of 
Term. 


Washington, January 19.—For the 
first time in history, the way has been 
opened, it developed today, for state 
banks and trust companies to become 
known as “United States depositaries.”’ 
Owing to the view of the treasury de- 
partment, any financial institution in 
America—national or state bank or 
trust company—holding postal savings 
depasits or other government funds,may 
assume that title without legal imped- 
iment, even though the designation is 
not officially conferred by the secre- 
tary of the treasury. 

From an unofficial source, it was 
learned that the treasury departiment 
had decided that there is no law re- 
stricting the use of the term “United 
States depositary’ to those national 
banks named by the secretary as de- 
positaries of public money. 

This leaves national or state banks 
or trust companies, in which the trus- 
tees of the postal savings system de- 
posit the postal savings funds, or na- 
tional..banks holding certain. Indian 


funds for the secretary of the interior, 


free to adopt the title. 

The “privilege of becoming known 
as a. depositary of the nation’s funds 
is much.sought by every bank in the 
country, because it ig presumed to 
eonvey an advantageotis impression of 
character and stability. Of the 7,300 
national banks only about 1,400 are 
officially designateg as “United States 
depositories.” There are 14,00 state 
banks and trust companies, none of 
which at the present time are known 
as depositaries of the federal govern- 
ment, 

Secretary of the Treasury Mac- 
Veagh, it is said, is constantly being 
besieged by senators and representa- 
tives in congress to make national 
banks. in their states or districts 
“IInited State depositaries.” In many 
eases one or two banks in'a town 
are now. so designated, while others 
in the same community are not. This, 
it is declared, works virtually as a 
discrimination by the government and 
the treasury department's decision is 
expecteq to solve the problem in a 
large measure.

Washington, January 19.—(Special.) 
Nettled by the stinging statement of 
Colonel Henry Watterson as to what 
took place at the conference between‘ 
Governor Woodrow Wilson, Editor 
George Harvey, ‘of Harper's Weekly, 
and himself, the supporter of the 
Wilson boom have hurriedly put out a 
new explanation of the break. 

The rumor is being very industri- 
ously circulated’ that Editor Harvey 
sought to arrange a meeting between 
Governor Wilson and Thomas F, 
Ryan at which the political situation 
could be taken over. Mr. Wilson was 
so indignant over the proposal, it is 
said, that he set Editor Harvey adrift. 

This version was called to the at- 

tention of Colonel Watterson on his 
arrival in Washington today. He de- 
clined to treat it seriously orto maké¢ 
any further comment at this time, 
“LT have nothing to add to what has 
wlready been said unless it is chale 
lenged by some responsible person, 
then I may have a good geal to say.” 
» That Colonel Watterson’s criticism 
has been a severe jolt to the Wilson 
itccm is attested by the reports from 
all parts of the country. It was not 
the break with Editor Harvey as 
much as the loss of the Kentuckian’s 
support and the nature of his criticism 
that hurt. 

In Nebraska, where there had been 
a strong Wilson propaganda, the 
democratic state chairman in issuing 
a call for a special state committee 
meeting to discuss presidential candi- 
dates prefaced his call with the decla- 
ration: “Realizing that the _ state.

The series of political and quasi-political developments whereby 
the position of municipal auditor is to be abolished after March 1 
should be a matter for regret, not only on part of the councilmen by 
whose votes this step backward is sanctioned, but as well the people

It is greatly to be feared that Auditor Carl E. Hurst was among 
those marked for official slaughter for the offfense of exercising his 
right as a citizen by declaring in favor of a new charter.

Recent dispatches from Washington indicate that President 
Taft is considerably worried over the Sherwood service pension bill, 
which, it is estimated, will add $75,000,000 to the pension budget, 
and that he is likely to veto it if it reaches him. |

measure, which passed the house with a whoop by the combined 
votes of democrats and republicans, is now hung up in the senate.

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EFFICIENCY, YES---PARSIMONY, NO! 


In the language Of the great national indoor game, President 
Taft has simply “raised the ante,” both of the democrats and the 
insurgent members of his own party, by sweeping recommendations 
efficiency, as ém- 
bodied in his recent special message to congress. The president 
states. with truth, that the country is as much interested in knowing 
how its billion of annual revenue is spent as the manner in which 
it is collected. His proposals to lop off many political sinecures, and 
to broaden the civil service list to cover many positions now sub- 
ject to executive appointment, are aimed in the right direction. 
Thev are necessarily weakened, of course, by the fact that they are 
put forward in-a presidential election year and, consequently, inevita- 
bly associated by the man of average astuteness with the. manu- 
facture of partisan capital. 

But the most important thing to be said regarding the presi- 
dent’s program, admirable on paper, 1S that due and imperative pre- 
cautions must be taken to the end that efficiency does not degener- 
ate into its antithesis—parsimony, which is only another name for 
demoralization. The postoffice department is, for instance, a glar- 
ing illustration of the imminence of this danger. In the name of 
“efficiency,” Hitchcockism has pruned and pared, curtailed and 
carved until the postal facilities of the country, at a time when they 
should register top-reading, are instead making new records daily 
in deterioration. The protest of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
against the disreputably inadequate railway mail service accorded 
the south, a protest echoed by every important commercial civic 
body in this section, is a case in point. But the penalty of “efficien- 
cy.” as it is interpreted by the postmaster general, is nation-wide. 
The smallest postoffice, the most straggling rural free delivery 
route, every man, woman and child in the country, not to mention 
big and little business, are paying the price at which the post- 
master general is purchasing a cheap reputation.

The work of cclilecting information 
and writing the reports has been done 
by Otto Veatch, assistant state geo!.- 
gist of Georgia, and L. W. Stephenson, 
of the United States geologicai survey, 
under the general supervision of T. 
Wayland Vaughan, of the United 
States geological survey. 

The coastal] plain is that part of 
Georgia lying south of Augusta, Mil- 
ledgeville, Macon and Columbus, and 
is one of the three major geological 
divisions of the § state—the § secvad 
being the piedniont and mountain sec- 
tion, and the third being ‘he limestone 
and shale region, embracing the ten 
northwest counties of tie state. Com- 
paratively little has heretofore been 
Known concerning the nature and ar- 
rangement of the rocks which underlie 
scuth Georgia, ard one of the objects 
of this work was to make a classifi- 
cation of the rock formations; to give 
a description of their lithologic char- 
acter, whether composed of limes‘one, 
marl, sand, clay or other rock; and to 
make a map showing their gevgraphic 
distribution

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ROOSEVELT AT LAST 
YIELDS TO THE AUTO 


New York, January 19.—Theodore 
Roosevelt, once colonel of rough rid- 
ers, has at length yielded to the ten- 
dency of the times and now sits behind 
the steering wheel of his automobile. 
Residents of Oyster Bay on several oc- 
casions recently have seen Colonel 
Roosevelt driving through the town 
with his hand on the wheel, steering 
the car as though he were thoroughly 
familiar with the mysteries of levers 
and pedals which must be manipulated. 

The sight was a surprising one, be- 
cause Colonel Roosevelt's love of the 
horse and aversion to automobiles 
were well known. When he was at 
Oyster Bay during the summer, while 
he was president, he forbade auto- 
mobilists to enter his grounds in their 
machines. It was -only a few months 
ago, in fact, that he removed a sign 
which long stood at the entrance to the 
grounds, announcing that automobiles 
must keep away. 

In spite of Colonel Roosevelt's pref- 
erence for the horse, he found an au- 
tomobile indispensable when he began 
to make regular trips between Oys- 
ter Bay and his editorfa) offices in 
New York. If he went by train he was 
besieged by persons who wanted to 
talk with him. He covers the thirty- 
three miles to the city by automobile 
in about the same time as is required 
by train and uses that method of con- 
Sveyance except in the coldest “and 
most stormy weather. 

Gradually he picked up information 
about the mechanism of the car, but 
it was only recently that he began to 
drive it. The colonel still prefers the 
horse, hewever, and when he is at 
home takes daily horseback rides. 

As a concession to the automobile, 
Colone] Roosevelt recently built a 
broad macadam road from his home on 
the crown of Sagamore Hill to the 
public highway below. For generations 
the Roosevelt family had used a wind- 
ing, narrow dirt road.

FIVE PARTICIPATED

Fifty-eight 
quarts of,the explosive, he said, were 
left at Rochester for future use. At 
Cleveland, the next day, they met two 
other men and discussed the Akron 
job, he said. - ' 

“The men who had accompanied m 
from Indianapolis wanted me to do the 
job,” said McManigal, “but one of the 
Cleveland men said the job had been 
promised to a couple of other fellows 
and they wanted them to have it. 
‘They had no fuse, so I went, to Chi- 
cago and sent them fuse by special 
delivery.” 

The Indianapolis man, McManigal] 
said, was the one who remained with 
him until he began to do dynamiting 
with J. B. McNamara.

The standard railroad shares which 
have been dormant last week, stepped 
back into the lead and less attention 
was paid to the specialties which re- 
cently have almost monopolized specu- 
lative interest. The day’s volume. of 
business was not large, but the move- 
ment was a broad and comprehensive 
one. Buying was conducted in an ag- 
gressive manner which roused themar- 
get from its apathetic condition. A 
better inquiry was evident all through 
the day, and in the last hour the de- 
mand expandeg sufficiently to send up 
prices rapidly. Virtually the entire 
list of active stocks benefited by the 
movement, gains ranging from 1 to 
over 3 points. 

There was no apparent reason for 
the change in the condition of -the 
market other than its technical posi- 
tion. The short tmterest is believed 
to have been increased heavily of late 
and the bullish demonstration of the 
ane hour resulted in hurried cover- 
ng. 

The ypecent vigorous demand for 
bonds was well sustained, and it is 
probable that the absorption of these 
securities on a large scale was, to 
some extent, responsible for the in- 
creased inquiry for the higher class of 
dividend paying stocks. The heaviest 
trading in bonds for some time is now 
being carried on, not only on the stock 
exchange, but in the way of private 
sales. The various tobacco and new 
street railway bonds were traded in 
most heavily during the early part of 
the month, owing to speculation in 
these issues, but in the last few days 


the-investment demand has been more, 


apparent, with heavier orders, railroad 
and United States Steel bonds. 


Reading and the Hill shares made’ 


the largest gains in the stock list. 
Reading's gain was almost four points 
and both Great Northern preferred 
and Northern Pacific rose nearly 3 
points. The Hill shares took the lead 
early in the day. and remained its most 
conspicuous featurs. Various uncon- 
firmed reports were in circulation to 
account for the ‘strength of these 
shares. The one most often heard was 
to the effect that control of the Pacif- 
ic road was to pass from the Gould 
management to the Hill interests. 

Lehigh Valley was followed closely 
at the opening, becauSe it sold today 
ex-dividend and without the right to 
subscribe to the new issue of coal 
stock. With this deduction, the stock 
was quoted nearly 20 points lower. 
The first sale was at 165% compared 
with vesterday'’s close of 184%. The 
quotation later rose a point, but there 
was no sign of the flurry which it was 
thought might result from the peculiar 
position of the short interest 
stock. a 

The tobacco stocks continued their 
meteoric rise. Liggett and Myers rose 
15% points to 183%, a gain of more 
than 26 points this week.. Lorillard 
rose 9 points to 185, and the other 
Stocks in the American Tobacco group 
advanced more slowly. 

The December railroad returns be- 
gan to come in today. That of Balti- 
more and Ohio was exceptionally fav- 
orable. A gain In operating revenue 
of $346,000 and a cut in expenses of 
$210,000 combined to increase the net 
revenue by $556,000. 

Money continued to pile up at this 
center and rates for time loans were 
still easier. A cash gain of 316,000,000 
for the week was suggested by known 
movements of money.

Te Prevent Fixing of Prices, 

Chicago, January 19,--The present 
high price of butter lent additional in- 
terest to proceedings against the Chi- 
cago butter and egg board, which were 
scneduled to be resumed today. 

iL. D. Judson, former secretary of 
the Elgin butter board, and his suc- 
cessor, Colvin W. Brown, had been 
subpoenaed to appear today. The pur- 
pose of their testimony, it was said, is 
to try to show that the Elgin and 
Chicago boards unite te fix butter 
prices. 

The action is a civil proceeding to 
enjoin the quotation committee ot the 
board from fixing the price of butter 
and eggs at their regular sessions, a 
custom held to be in defiance of tne 
Sherman anti-trust law. 

Judson identified records which the 
government contends will show that 
members of the Chicago butter and 
egg board were also affiliated with 
the Elgin board of trade and that they 
worked in conjunction to fix the price 
on butter and eggs. 

Dealers Will Assist. 

Toledo, Ohio, January 19.—A number 
of butter dealers today expressed a 
willingness, to assist the prosecutor 
in his investigation of butter prices 
before the grand jury here. The pro- 
duce men eontend that there is 0 
conspiracy in restraint of trade as be- 
tween them in the Higin board, They 
say that contracts are made with 
farmers for their supply weeks and 
months ahead of deliveries, with the 
agreement that the Elgin prices at 
the time of the delivery will be paid. 

High Prices at New Orleans. 

New Orleans, January 19.—Prices of 
practically all foodstuffs have soared 
to record prices in New Orleans. Lo- 
cal grocers and commission merchants 
attribute the increase in prices large- 
ly to the extremely cold weather that 
has prevailed generally over the coun- 
try this winter, causing serious delays 
in getting produce to the markets.

TURKS ATTACK 
ITALIAN COLUMN 


Tripoli, January 19.—A terrific at- 
tack was made yesterday by a large 
body of Turks and Arabs on an Ital- 
ian column which was on the march 
about 10 miles from the town of Tripoli. 

The Italian troops, which consisted 
of detachments of all arms, left Tripoli 
early in the morning on the way to 
Chirgarish, an oasis about 10 or ll 
miles along the coast to the west of 
the town, and surrounded by a num- 
ber of mud forts which had hitherto 
given shelter to Arab irregulars.

CUBAN TANGLE 
NOT SETTLED 


Nunez Denies the Reported 
Pledge. Conference Favors 
Stop of Agitation. 


Havana, January 19.—A possible se- 
rious obstacle in the program for the 


with the purpose of reconciling polit- 
ical differences in the face of the 
threat of intervention by the United 
States arose today when General Em- 
ilio Nunez, president of the Veterans’ 
Association, issued a statement deny- 
ing the correctness of the official note 
given out at the palace last night fol- 
lowing a conference of the president 
with prominent men of all factions, 
which announced that Nunez had 
given his pledge to President Gomez 
that agitation by the veterans would 
immediately stop. 

General Nunez still is disposed to 
preserve the veterans’ organization 
and affirm the constitutional rights of 
army officersand members of the rural 
guard to attend the veterans’ meeting. 
In this, he apparently has the support 
of a majority of the veterans. 

At a meeting in the Veterans’ Club 
today, attended by many prominent 
revolutionary generals, sentiment 
strongly favored a continuance of the 
agitation against the holding of office 
by so-called traitors and guerillas who 
formeriy were actively opposed to the 
cause of Cuban independence, hut it 
was ecided to forego further activi- 
ties in view of the present crisis which 
is perilous to Cuban nationality. 

Many revolutionary generals from 
all parts of the island. the most prom- 
inent of whom was Mario Menocal, 
secretary of justice, held a long con- 
ference this afternoon at the palace 
with President Gomez. Great interest 
attached to the gathering. While no 
official statement has yet been given 
out concerning it, General Menocal, 
when leaving, told the Associated 
Press that President Gomez had re- 
quested all the conferees to give their 
views of what is the best course to 
pursue. He said that no definite poli- 
cy had been adopted, but that the ut- 
most harmony characterized the gath- 


ering. 

All those present, General Menocal 
said, agreed that it was the duty of 
Cubans to face the present emergency 
by sinking all political considerations 
and loyally unite in giving aid to 
President Gomez in compelling obedi- 
ence to the constitution and laws of 
the country and avoiding the faintest 
excuse for American interventicn. He 
said another conference probably 
would be held tomorrow.
